All the inhabitants of Eastern Po- 
land are on the verge of starvation. 
Hundreds are dying daily from ex- 
posure and lack of sustenance. Their 
terrible sufferings are due partly to 
Russia’s own lack of food. 

Available stocks in Poland would 

’ have sufficed until the 1940 crops ma- 
tured, but the Soviet: military author- 
ities seized vast supplies and sent 
them into the interior of Russia. 

The Russians have seized every- 
thing available. All furniture has 
become State property. Poles, Uk- 
rainians, White Russians and Jews 
are in a lke plight. The man who 
can obtain a few dried-up apples and 
some lumps of coal with which to 
cook them counts himself lucky. Used 
tea-leaves are a-luxury. < a

In the prison in Mon- 
telupi-street, Cracow, executions: were 
carried out every night. Some pri- 
soners were shot by the officers of 
the Gestapo with revolvers. 

In Zakopane, the. Polish winter re- 
sort, the rule of the Gestapo was no 
less severe. The Gestapo had estab- 
lished themselves in the Marilor, one 
of the most modern hotels in the 
town. Here many of the Polish upper 
classes were brought for trial before 
being carried away to be sot, ~ 

There were many instances of 
antagonism between the Gestapo and 
the local military. authorities. Some 
of the Austrian commanders in Wes- 
tern Galicia tried to restrain the 
activities of the Gestapo, but were 
seldom successful.
